The kaifong meeting at the Tung Wah Hospital yesterday was 
largely attended, and the Hon. Dr. R. H. Kotewall, C.M.G.,; LL.D., 


Made an eloquent appeal to his co

not to allow themSelves to be 


carried away by feelings engendered by the suffering that they 
themselves might be undergoing.

1.—Should the Government be re-- 
quested to take action to have water 
pumped to the Tytam Tuk’ pumping 
station or into any other reservoir with 
the object of having -a direct house 
supply on the Island for a few hours 
a day?

2—If this request is to be made is 
the community willing and prepared to 
bear any additional taxation? ~~ 

3,—If the meeting is willing to bear 
* any additional taxation, what forn of 
taxation does it approve? 

4—Should such additional impost, 
whatever its naturé, be borne by the 
landlords or -by the tenants, or by 
both? : 
“To Seek Your Opinion” 

Addressing the meeting, 
Hon. Sir Shou-son Chow said that 
the reason why he and his col- 
leagues had called the kaifong to- 
gether was to ascertain their 
opinion on the question set out in 
the agenda. The problems which, 
they were confronted were of 
vital importance to the community 
and he hoped that they would not 
be afraid to speak out their minds. 

The speaker then gave intereat- 
ing statistics. He said that one 
day’s water supply would require 
one million tins to fill, which} 
would form a queue 150 miles 
long, and if placed on top of one 

- another would rise to a height of 
210 miles, That would be 658 
times higher than the Peak. 

Dr. Kotewall Speaks : 

In a most masterly and 
eloquent speech, the Hon. Dr. 
Kotewall addressed the gathering. 
He first reviewed the situation 

- and said that at a meeting of the 
Water Emergency Committee, the 
Director of Public Works, the 
Hon. Mr. Creasy, had said that the 
houses which were served by rid- 
er mains were in the most thick- 
ly populated part of the city. 
Owing to their -height and the 
way they were built, a supply of 
two hours through the. mains 
would result in unequal distribu- 
tion.- A fleet of thirty tankers 
‘would be necessary to maintain a 
supply of 8,860,000 gallons a day 
and. would’ cost approximately 
_ $1,845,000 a month, . 

Mr. Creasy had. also said that 
the scheme. would involve a daily 
‘consumption of about ‘six million 

. gallons. Mr. M? K.-Lo had also 
asked a question and the Govern- ' 
ment had stated in reply that a 
sum of. $500,000. would: be. requir- 
ed if water, were brought from 
places near. the Colony..in coast-: 
ers and ‘other. vessels... \:.

Beset With Difficulties 


Dr. Kotewall pointed ont that 
both the scheme of pumping’ water

stage of restriction (i.e. 12 hours 
street fountain supply) were be- 
set with difficulties. Those con- 
cerning the latter were less seri- 
ous, however, and therefore the 
Water Authority was striving to 
attain that end first.

NEW DEPARTURE 
LEGISLATION NOW IN COURSE 
OF PREPARATION 
READY NEXT WEEK? 


It ia “learned officially that the} 


Government has decided that there 
will be ne more free water supplies 
and that legislation in this connec- 
tion is in course of preparation and 
may probably be ready for presenta- 
tion to the next meeting of .the 
Legistative Council a week hence. . 

This measure will affect metered 
and unfiltered water supplies, be- 
sides shipping and building opera- 
tions. - At present no water is being 
supplied to shipping unless in cases 
of emergency. , 

It is learned that “the work of 
laying pipes at Tytam Tuk ‘in readi- 
ness for the arrival of tankers with 
water from outside is being pro- 
ceeded with. Floating pipes are 
being purchased and-the water from 
tankers will be discharged ‘into these 
and thence pumped up inte Tyiam 
Tuk reservoir. : 

Free Inoculation? 

In view of certain fears that have 
been expressed regarding = an 
epidemic of typhoid fever, owing to 
the water shortage, it is gathered 
that should these fears be well 
grounded and an-epidemic actually 
break out, free inoculation will be 
given, by the Medical Department, 
At the moment; however, the: official 
view is that there need be no fear 
of such an epidemic occurring.

| WATCHMAN’S EXPERIENCES 


A*bpick. water storage — tank, 
known as East"'N0.-9, situated at 
Connaught-road Central, burst this 
morning-at about.one o'clock wreak- 
ing much damage in its wake, and 
incidentally . wasting about 75,000 
gallons of potable water. 

The tank was on the water front 
between Pottinger-street and Queen 
Victoria-street. It was built of 
red brick and had a capacity of 200 
tons. There was another tank of 


the same type connected to this one, 

but the latter was not damaged in 
any: way.

MURDER OF A SIKH 
~ CONSTABLE 
’ GHASTLY FIND 


PARTIALLY NUDE BODY IN- 
DISUSED QUARRY 


HEAD ALMOST CHOPPED OFF 

Quite a sensation was caused in 
Yaumati -between 4. and 5 o’elock 
this morning .when a. Sikh Police 
constable was found murdered. in 
an old disuged stone quarry situat- 
‘ed. between Jordan and Austin- 
roads, which run. parallel to each 
other. The body was found on the 


side of quarry nearer Austin-road, |- 


where it joins Canton-road. 

The. murdered constable was 
Sapooran Singh (B485), He had 
gone on duty in the vicinity of the 
quarry at.8 p.m., yesterday and was 
to have gone off duty at.midnight. 
When the relief arrived at-mid- 
night, Sapooran Singh was not on 
his beat..-He was placed on report 
as missing, and immediately an 
“Emergency Squad” was sent out 
to search for him. 

Revolver. Missing 

After several hours’ search, his 
body was ‘found in the- quarry, 
slightly above.the level of the road. 
| When discovered, the body was 
partly naked and there were severe 
wounds on the head and. body. His 
belt, with holster attached, was 
lying near the body, but the revolver 
was missing. A curious point in 
this connection was that the'flap of 
the holster was buttoned: Near the 
belt and holster were two ‘ blood- 
stained choppers. of the kind ‘udéd 
by Chinese to chop firewood. - 

; Nature of the Injuries 

Thé most serious wounds were on 
the head, which was hacked in 
several places and one part almost 
chopped off. There were some 
slashes on the body, whilst. both 
hands bore cuts, apparently receiv- 
ed. when the Indian put up -his 
hands to: defend. the- blows..on his 
head... : e oat eee 
On .2 piece of level ground at 
the back of the Kun Churig Market, 
which is in front of-the quarry, ‘al- 
most at the junction of Canton and 
Jordon-roads, there are signs’ of a 
terrific struggle having taken place, 

Apparently the constable had 
-been fiyst attacked at'this spot and 
after receiving a blow on the head 
had run into the quarry and up the 
hill for ‘safety. Evidently his-as- 
saflants,’ (there’ -must- have been 
more than one, because, two chop- 
pers were found), followed ‘him 
into the quarry and there complet-

WHAT IS TAKING PLACE AT ° 
AMSTERDAM 


WILLING TO HELP CHINESE 


Amsterdam, Yesterday. 

The chief topic at the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce Con- 
gress was ‘China’s economic recon- 
struction and the proapect of fu- 
ture loans. : : 

Mr. T. Lamont (chief American 
delegate) thanked the Chinese for 
coming half-way round the world 
to participate for the first: time. in 
the. Congress, He warned’ them, 
however, that China's interna- 
tional credit was at a low ebb 
and that no large loans could be 
made.in New York ‘or Europe till 
the Chinese took careful. measures 
to re-establish their financial and. 
political: stability: - He stressed. 
that a great part of China’s. for- 
eign indebtedness was in default | 
and much of the security ear- 
marked. for service loana had been — 
sequestered.. All holders of Chin- 
ese loans, irréspective of national- 
ity, must receive equal and fair 
treatment. He expressed the con- 
fidence of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the- aims. and. aspira- 
tions of the Chinese Government 
and the . Chamber's. faith in the 
ultimate’ “achievement - thereof. 


.| The Chamber sincerely desired to 


assist. in. the reconstruction . of 
China, where a stable Government 
seemed. at last to be established. 
The British Views 
Sir Arthur Balfour said the Bri- ~ 
tish delegation associated . itself - 
very warmly in the: welcome: ac- 
corded. to: the Chinese delegation.

“ ARMSTRONG’S ” 


SHIPBUILDING ' AND 
RATION ALISATION 


A NEW ERA BEGUN 

The thirty-fifth ordinary general 
meeting of Sir W. G. Armstrong 
Whitworth and -Company, Limited, 
was held in London. - 

Mr. J.. Frater Taylor, the acting 
chairman, who presided, said. the: in- 
come for last year amounted to 
£137,218 before depreciation. The 
figure in question can hardly be com- 
pared with the profit for 1927, be- 
cause as from’the end of that year 
a large part of the company’s earn- 
ing power was transferred to the 
new Vickers-Armstrong Company. 
But that company in 1928, in a some- 
what lean year, had of necessity to 
overcome the inevitable initial diffi- 
culties attendant upon the assimila- 
tion of two large businesses, and pro- 
fits. were naturally ‘affected. _ Lord 
Southborough, in his remarks a+ the 
Jast annual meeting; detiberately 
warned all interested that 1928 would 
be “a year of adjustment,” and that 
“profits must not be counted upon 
until plans for development of the 
works and otherwise have been com- 
pleted.” ; - : 

I am sure you will agree with me 
that under the new conditions as 
shown by the- consolidated balance- 
sheet, the company begins its new 
era with a position of considcrable 
financial strength. If we exclude the 
works and shipyards, we find that 
the remaining assets, most of which 
are liquid, amount te no less than 
£5,651,352, and that on the other 


side of the balance-sheet (excluding 


the much reduced Debenture debt) 
liabilities in respect of sundry credi- 
tors and credit balances only amount 
to £915,648, 

The sum of £5,651,352 includes 
cash, British Government Treasury 
bills, and other . readily. disposable 
securities to the extent of £2,158,285. 
In addition, debtors and debts under 
shipbuilding contracts aggregate 
£1,547,855. With one possible excép- 
tion, as to which we believe adequate 
provision has been made, these 
debtors are considered to be 
thoroughly good, and, 
about two-thirds of the .amount in 
question is secured by First Mort- 
gages on ships., Then there is 
cluded in assets other than “Fixed 
Assets,” investments valued in the 
-balance-sheet at £1,533,621. Amongst 
these investments are Ordinary 
shares held by the company in 
Vickers-Armstrongs, Ltd., shares in 
Craven Bros. (Manchester), Ltd, 
shares and securities of the Pearson 
and Knowles group of companies, etc. 
Altogether. then, the position because 
of its strength especially in a finan- 
cial direction, affords considerable en- 
couragement, particularly -from an- 
other point of view to which I must 
now refer. * ; 

Interest in Vickers-Armstrongs 

With regard to our interest’ in 
Vickers-Armstrongs, one hope for the 
future necessarily lies in the expec- 
tation that our large holding of Or- 
dinary shares wlil bring us dividends, 
‘but please do not let us overlook the 
fact that the -trend is still pronounc- 
edly towards disarmament. In an 
effort to strengthen the position 
through rationalisation,_ Vickers-Arm- 
strongs in turn are now largely in- 
terested in the English Steel Cor- 
poration, to which Sheffield, Open- 
shaw, certain of Cammells and other 
works have been transferred, 1 am 
advised as regards Vickers-Arm- 
strongs that the trading results for 
the first quarter are on the whole 
satisfactory, and indicate that the 
benefit arising from the economies 
brought about through the fusion .is 
beginning to be felt. 


TRADE OUTLOOK |

FOREIGN PROGRESS SINCE _ 
THE WAR 


QUESTION OF HYGIENE 

In his: annual- report to the Man- 
chester Port Sanitary. Authority, the 
Medical: Officer of Health, Dr. W. 
Dearden, refers to the progress made 
in foreign vessels since the war in the 
Lhygienie equipment provided for crews, 
progress which has, in his opinivn, 
been more rapid _than .in. British 
vessels. : . é 

The report states, inter alia, compsri- 
gons are said to be odious, hut as it has 
of late been so often stated that what- 
ever exalted position we. hold ashore 
in the matter of sanitation, the fer- 
eigner now takes the lead so far as 
\ships’ are concerned, it should not be 
amiss to say something about the 
hygienic equipment on newly-built for- 
eign vessels which have recently visit- 
ed the port. ‘During the year parti- 
culars were taken respeeting the posi- 
tion and type of quarters provided tor 
crews on 168 British shipg, of which 
81 were built after 1918, and on 131 
foreign ships of which 75 were built 
after this date. Now the predominant 
impression one gets in going through 
the details of the foreign vessels ia the 


effort that is being made to make the j 


improvements in _ well-ordered scries. 
For example, if the accommodation is 
placed aft there are almost always 
niessrooms, mostly there is a hospital, 
and very frequently two-berth cabin. 
This is, of course, quite different to the 
irrational arrangements previously 
mentioned ss characteristic of the’ bulk 
of British ships. The details collected 
have been condensed. into three tables, 
and it may be claimed that these cleerly 
demonstrate four main points, viz.:— 
| 1,—The hygienic equipment for crews 
provided in foreign vessels of the pre- 
1918 period was worse than that pro- 
tided in British vessels. 

- 2—At the commencement of the 
second period the equipment was about 
level with or slightly better than that 
on the British ships. 

-3The progress made in foreign 
ships after 1918 was more rapid than 
in British ships. 

- 4—Foreign ships as a class are now 
superior te British ships as a class. 

Effective Government Regulation 
~The experiences at the port of Man- 
chester tend to. show that British slips 
are at the present time about 10 years 
beliind tha foreigner in matters of 
ship’s hygiene, and as certain other 
port medical officers have come to a 
similar conclusion on similar evidence, 
there would appear te be good grounds 
for the assertions made earlier on. 
How is Britain to get back her Tes 1? 
|Certain not by sticking in the laissez 
faire rut of the past-10 years. First 
of all it must be realised that volun- 
tary effort alone ig.a very uncertain 
means to a definite end, 
and has certainly been. proved so in the 
matter of. systematic ship’s hygiene. 
On the other hand, definite Government 
regulation has proved effective with 
foreign ships, and particularly so in 
the case of. Norway, with her really 
model regulations. The obsolete: pro- 
-|visions of the Merchant, Shipping Act; 
1894, which govern the situation in 
this. country, and the roundabout pro- 
cedure followed by the Board of Trade 
surveyors, must be scrapped and power 
given to the Board of Trade (in con- 
junction with the Ministry of Health 
in this case) to make regulations. The 
drawing up of these would find more 
congenial employment for the conjoint 
advisory committee recently appoint- 
ed than the suggesting of more recora- 
mendations to surveyors; judging from 
the: personnel it should produce an ex- 
cellent first series of repulations. 

Plans and Specifications 
The first regulation should deal 

the submission of plans -and specifica- 
tions before commencement of building: 
operations, as is the case with kousss 
ashore, for regulations as well as build. 
ings must start witha good foundation. 
Provided the regulations are well de- 
vised and-drafted in the first instance, 
there should be very little difficulty in 
jdiscovering, if the plans and specitica- 
jtions comply, and it would appear that 
& ship’s architect or surveyor wonld be 
ithe proper person to do this job. The 
completed work would, of course, have 
jto be checked by a surveyor before a 
certificate of suitability for registration 
could be granted. It- does: not seem 
‘likely that a “competent zanitarian,” 
purely.as such, would be quite the zight. 
person to do the checking, 6s technical 
knowledge of -ships’ structure and ‘of. 
the strain which . structural materials 
have to put up with at sea are. ag

AN UNFAIR ACCUSATION 

After a diseussiori of three 
hours the Chinese- meeting yes- 
terday afternoon resolved to urge 
the Government to proceed with 
a scheme to provide a twelve 
hours’ supply to street fountains. 
This resolution will be submitted 
to the Government through the 
usual channels and will doubtless 
receive that careful and sympa- 
thetic ‘consideration that has 
characterised all _. suggestions 
hitherto submitted during the 
water crisis. 

In the course of the saeatinas we 
learn from one ef the Chinese 
newspapers that Mr, Ho Iu refer- 
red to a leading article in the 
“China Mail” on Tuesday, remark- 
ing that it could do no good and 
could only, succeed in creating bad 
féeling between. the Ghinese ‘and 
British communities...

The offices of the Soviet Mer- 
eantile Fleet, the Far Eastern 
Star Trading organisation and 
the Naphtha Syndicate were clos- 
ed at noon-yusterday by the loeal 
Chinese xauthorities. 

Twenty important Sov jet offi- 
cials of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way were arrested. and were to 
have been deported in the evén- 
ing to Russia, together with a fur- 
ther 40 Soviet employees of the 
Railway-and trade union officials. 
—Reuter. 

The Aiteccicnis ; 
Peking, ‘Yesterday. 

It is reliably reported from 
Harbin that Ta Yung-huan, - the 
Director-General of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, has forwarded 
a note to the Soviet Directors of 
the railway on behalf of the Chin- 
ese Directors, announcing four de-

Abolition of the Soviet Unions 
to which Chinese Eastern Railway 
employees belong;

“MENTION OF oF HONG ‘KONG 
The annual. conference of the 
British Commonwealth League waa 
opened last month. at the Royal 
Society of Arts, John-street, Adel- 
phi. Delegates came from a large 
number of societies throughout the 
Empire.’ 

Mrs. Corbett “Ashby, the presi- 
dent of the League, who took the 
chair, said they were determined 
that women~ should have their 
share in building up the work of 
the Empire.and in trying to solve 
the problems ofa just and fair re- 
lationship between one race and 
another. 

Miss Sarah Burstall, a member 
of the Colonial Office Advisory 
Committee on Education, said that 
the problems of education .in ‘the 
Dominions and- Colonies were. ex- 
tremely complicated, owing.to the 
changing conditions. throughout the 
world. The problem in Africa was 
one -of the most difficult. About 
90 per cent. of the education was 
in the hands of the missionaries. 
In 1923 a conference was held and 
a committee was formed to advise 
the Secretary of State. Their first 
work was to produce a White Paper 


which was submitted to the Secre-| 


tary and to Parliament, That now 
formed their constitution and in it 
certain lines were laid down. The 
first .principles ; were co-operation 
hetween the Government. and 
educational bodies and adaptation 
to native Hie.

The H47 sank in a few seconds.
